(ii) Elastic Webbings; and (iii) Synthetic Waste will not be 
allowed under Transferable Advance Licences. 
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(4) The T re lisle ra He Advance Licence may be issued fora 
value adequate to cover imports of inputs with quantities 
basid on the input/output norms relevant to the Engineering, 
Leather and Textile product exported as specified in Appendix 
J3-C of this policy. For this purpose, applicant will indicate 
tin: n levant SI. No, of Appendix 13-C of this policy. In terms 
of cif value the maximum import intensity of Transferable 
Advance Licence will be limited to 75%. However, in respect 
of products appearing in Appendix 13-ID of this policy the re¬ 
levant value addition norms only would be applicable. In 
cases, where realisation of export proceeds is other than in 
free foreign exchange, the value of Transferable Advance 
Licence would be restricted to 30% import intensity. The 
Transferable Advance Licence will indicate the items of import 
with quantities in accordance with the noims relevant to the 
products exported and mentioned in Appendix 13-C. There will 
be no necessity to indicate individual value restrictions against 
the individual items except where the norms in Appendix 13-C 
are in terms of value. 

(5) The facility of Transferable Advance Licence will be 
available only on exports made from 15th January, 1992, 
against which the exporter has not claimed the following

(iv) Proforma credit; and 

(v) Benefit under Rules 191A and 191B of Central Excise. 

Further, the facility of Transferable Advance Licence will be 
available only against such exports which have b:c n made from 
>ui ports at Bombay, Calcutta, Ccchin, Karelia, Mangalore, 
Alarm ugoa, Madras, Nava she va, Paradcep, Tuticorin and 
VishaUuipatnamorthroughany of the airports at Ahmedabad 
Bangalore, Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi, Jaipur, Varanasi, Sri¬ 
nagar, Trivandrum. Hyderabad and Madras or through any 
of the Internal Container Depots at Bangalore, Coimbatore, 
Delhi. New Gauhati Goods Shed, Moradabad, Ludhiana 
and Hyderabad.

(3) The concerned licensing authority shall also make the 
following endorsement on the Transferable Advance Licence:—

products exported and relevant SI. Nos. of Appendix 13-C 
of the Import Policy). It has been verified from the E.P. Copy 
of the Shipping Bills/Bills of Exports that the same bear an 
endorsement of an Officer of custom admitting \he same for 
th: grant of a Transferable Advance Licence. Further, the 
fact of grant of this Transferable Advance Licence has been 
endorsed on the expert document/documents including th: 
Shipping Bills/Bills of Exports against which this licence 
has been issued”. 
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(4) The concerned lice nsing authority, while issuing the Trans¬ 
ferable Advance Licence, shall endorse the fact of grant of 
such licence on the export document/doeumcnts against which 
the licence in question has been issued. 

(5) No request for enhancement in the GIF value on Transfer¬ 
able Advance Licence shall be entertained once the licenc ' 
has been issued.”
